NEW YORK (AP) — It was 

the escalator ride that 
would change history. 
Fouryearsago on Sunday, 
Donald Trump descended 
through the pink marble 
and brass atrium of Trump 
Tower to announce his 
candidacy for president 
, the first step on a jour¬ 
ney few believed would 
take him all the way to the 
White House. 

It turns out the 2015 event 
might not have happened, 
atleastnotonj une 16. And 
the over-the-top staging 
that featured a crowd in¬ 
cluding paid actors could 
have been even more 
theatrical if one early idea 
hadn't been scrapped. 
(Trump nixed suggestions 
to feature a live elephant. 
'Too political," he decid¬ 
ed.)

Now, the president who 
loves to reminisce about 
that 'famous"Trump Tower 
moment is trying to recre¬ 
ate the magic asheformal¬ 
ly launches his re-election 
bid Tuesday in Florida. Four 
yea rs in, Trump still is echo- 
ing much of the same divi¬ 
sive rhetoric he let fly when 
he ditched the speech 
prepared for that original 
campaign kickoff. 

His 2015 announcement, 
according to those in¬ 
volved in the effort, was a 
classic Trump production 
aimed athighlighting all the 
things that made Trump, 
well, Trump: his brashness, 
his wealth and his skill for 
lighting rhetorical fires and 
watching the press scram¬ 
ble to respond. 

Trump had been in Eu¬ 
rope playing golf the week 
before his scheduled an¬ 
nouncement, with plans to 
return in time to go over re¬ 
marks written by his ragtag 
tea m of ea rly staffers. 

"I get a call while he is in 
Europe and he asked, 
'What do you think about 
postponing this a little?"' 
recalled Sam Nunbeng, an 
early campaign adviser. 
But the press already had 
been invited, trips to early- 


voting states planned and 
the timing — a day after 
assumed front-runner J eb 
Bush's announcement — 
seemed ideal. 

And there wasfearamong 
advisers that any delay 
would trigger talk of cold 
feet about a campaign 
some observers doubted 
would ever happen be¬ 
cause Trump had already 
flirted with, but then bailed 
on, previousbids. 


"I tell him, 'We can't do that. 
We have setthisdate. If we 
postpone it, it would be 
covered that you got cold 
feet a nd you would not be 
taken seriously,"' said Nun- 
berg. "I told him that post¬ 
poning would be like Ma¬ 
donna not performing at 
MSG on a show day," refer¬ 
ring to New York's Madison 
Square Garden. 

So the show wenton. Trump 
and his wife, Melania, 
emerged from an upper 
level of Trump Tower and 
descended the 'famous" 
escalator, with the future 
president offering thumbs- 
ups and waves. It was a 
scene Trump had carefully 
crafted, paying frequent 
visits to the lobby as crews 
worked through the night 
to erect press risers, build 
the stage he would stand 
on and polish every inch of 
marble and brass. 

A speech had been writ¬ 
ten. But Corey Lewandows- 
ki, Trump's first campaign 
manager, wrote in his 
book, "LetTrump Be Trump," 
that the candidate "gave 
a quick look at the sheet of 
paper Corey handed him, 
folded it up, and put it in 
his breast pocket, neverto 
look at it again." 

Four years later Trump re¬ 
members it fondly. 

"I never forget standing on 
the famous escalator, you 
know the escalator, right?" 
he likes to tell crowds "Re- 
memberthe scene with Me¬ 
la nia in front of me waving 
very elegantly and Trump 
coming down, waving less 


elegantly? But I just took 
a deep breath and I said, 
'Let's go do it. Let's make 
this country great,' be- 
c a use it ta kes g uts It ta kes 
guts. And I'm so glad I did 
it."And four years later, the 
speech Trump delivered, 
following an introduction 
from his eldest daughter, 
Ivanka, soundsjust like one 
he would delivertoday. 
'Our country is in serious 
trouble. We don't have 
victories anymore," Trump 
told the crowd, railing 
against China for "killing us 
on trade" and promising to 
build a "great, great wall" 
along the U.S.-Mexico bor¬ 
der that the American ally 
would pay for, "Mark my 
words" 

'When Mexico sends its 
people, they're not send¬ 
ing their best," Trump said 
in one infamous line. He 
panned Obama-era un¬ 
employment statistics as 
'full of nonsense" and de¬ 
scribed himself as "really 
rich." 

"He's doing exactly what 
he said he wasgoing to do, 
and as a result of what he 
said he wasgoing to do, he 
got elected," said George 
Gigicos, who was hired to 
produce the 2015 event 
and went on to serve as 
advance director for both 
the campaign and at the 
White House. 

Trump, said Roger Stone, 
another longtime adviser, 
"orchestrated every min¬ 
ute detail of his announce¬ 
ment," including vetoing a 
suggestion from his former 


personal attorney Michael 
Cohen to decorate the 
lobby with red, white and 
blue bunting and feature a 
live elephant to add to the 
circus Trump "decided to 
come down the escalator 
and worked from his own 
handwritten notes rather 
than a prepared text,"said 
Stone, insisting that, 'then, 
asnow, Donald Trump does 
not have handlers or man¬ 
age rs o r c h ie f stra te g ists." 
That included scrapping 
aides' ideas on what he 
should wear. 

"He asked me about a 
black suit. I said, 'Yes, that's 
iconic, that's The Appren¬ 
tice,"' recalled Nunbeng. 
Trump disagreed. "He said, 
You're a moron. Blue is bet¬ 
ter. It works better with the 
flags.' He was right." 

Trump was thrilled with the 
speech's reception and 
later remarked on how suc¬ 
cessful the day had been 
for his brand. "How great is 
thisforTrump?"Nunberg re¬ 
called the candidate say¬ 
ing at one point. 

It helped, of course, that 
some in the crowd had 
been paid to be there. Ex¬ 
tras were offered $50 to 
"weart-shirtsand carry signs 
and help cheer" in support 
of Trump's announcement, 
according to a casting call 
email obtained by The Hol¬ 
lywood Reporter. 

The ploy was first discov¬ 
ered by Angelo Carusone, 
now president of the pro¬ 
gressive Media Matters 
group. Carusone said after 
the event, he was struck 
that, at a time of selfie ob¬ 
session, he couldn't find 
anyone who had posted 
photos of themselves at¬ 
tending the event. 

'That was weird," he re¬ 
membered thinking. "Peo¬ 
ple who care a bout a pres¬ 
idential press announce¬ 
ment are going to post 
selfies," he said. He finally 
came across a single pho¬ 
to posted by a man who 
worked as an extra and 
taken with a woman who 
appeared to do the same. 
Trump'scampaign hasnev- 
eracknowledged knowing¬ 
ly hiring actors, but did ac¬ 
knowledge paying $12,000 
to Gotham Government 
Relations, a firm that was 
said to have hired the Extra 
Mile Inc. casting company, 
according to a complaint

ORLANDO, Ha. (AP) — Fa¬ 
thers in the U.S. tend to be 
bettereducated than men 
without children, and rela¬ 
tively few men have chil¬ 
dren overage 40. 

"These are some of the 
conclusions in a report re¬ 
leased this week by the U.S. 
Census Bureau, just in time 
for Father's Day. 

"The data in the reportcome 
from 2014 when the bureau 
for the first time asked both 
men and women about 
their fertility histories "The 
goal of the report was to 
shed greater light on men's 
fertility, a topic less known 
than that of women's fertil¬ 
ity, according to the Cen¬ 
sus Bureau. 

"In recent decades, there 
has been growing public 
and academic interest in 
fathers and fatherhood 
given the importance of 
fathers in children's lives," 
the report said. 

It found more than 60% of 
the 121 million adult men in 
the U.S. were fathers. 

About three-quarters of fa¬ 
thers were married. Almost 
13%of dadswere divorced 
and 8% had never been 
married. 

Just under a quarter of 
U.S. men between ages40 
and 50 were childless, and 
about 17%had neverbeen 
married by the time they 
were in their 40s. Both fig¬ 
ures were noticeably high¬ 
er than for women who 
had reached middle age. 
J ust under 16% of women 
between ages 40 and 50 
were childless, and 14% 
had never been married, 
according to the report. 
"There were also noticeable 


differences in workforce 
participation between 
fathers and mothers with 
young children. Nearly 90% 
of fathers whose young¬ 
est child was under age 6 
were employed, while that 
figure wasonly around 60% 
for mothers, according to 
the report. "There was no 
difference between the 
sexes for child less men and 
women. 

Men with children tend¬ 
ed to be more educated 
than those without kids, 
although the report noted 
that may be the result of 
age since the chances 
of becoming fathers and 
reaching higher-education 
levels increases with age. 
Fatherhood also varied by 
race, ethnic background 
and age. 

Almost 30% of Hispanics in 
their 20s were fathers. "That 
was true for about a quar- 
terof black men, more than 
a fifth of white men and an 
eighth of Asian men. 

By the time men were in 
their 40s, those disparities 
had narrowed. More than 
83% of Hispanics were fa¬ 
thers, around 80% of black 
and Asian men were dads 
and around three-quar¬ 
ters of white men were 
fathersQ

MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) — 

Some Alabama sex offend¬ 
ers who abuse young chil¬ 
dren will have to undergo 
"chemical castration" while 
on parole, under a new 
law, but the requirement 
has prompted legal con¬ 
cerns and appears to be 
rarely used in some states 
that a How it. 


the procedure uses medi¬ 
cations that block testos¬ 
terone production in order 
to decrease sex drive, "fhe 
Alabama law says sex of¬ 
fenders whose crimes in¬ 
volved children between 
ages7and 13 must receive 
the medication before be¬ 
ing released from prison on 
parole. Alabama doesn't 
allow parole for sex crimes 
involving children 6and un¬ 


der. 

After Gov. Kay Ivey's office 
announced Monday she 
had signed the bill, some 
legal groups raised ques¬ 
tions. 

Randall Marshall, executive 
director of the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Ala¬ 
bama, said there are con¬ 
stitutional concerns with 
forced medication. 

Dillon Nettles, a policy ana¬ 


lyst with the ACLU of Ala¬ 
bama, said the law harkens 
back to a "dark time" in his¬ 
tory. 

"It presents serious issues, 
involving involuntary medi¬ 
cal treatment, informed 
consent, privacy and cruel 
and unusual punishment," 
Nettles said. 

The bill's sponsor, Repub¬ 
lican Rep. Steve Hurst of 
Munford, scoffsatthat kind 
of ta Ik. 

"How in the world can it 
be any more cruel and in¬ 
humane than to molest a 
child? I want someone to 
answer that one for me, 
but they can't," Hurst said. 
Hurst said he hopes the 
medication will protect 
children by stopping abus¬ 
ers from reoffending. 

At least seven states have 
laws authorizing chemical 
castration in some form. 

But its effectiveness can 
va ry. 

Ihe hormonal treatment 
can be useful for a sub¬ 
group of offenders whose 
crimes are driven by sex¬ 
ual attraction to children 
and want to reduce those 
urges, said Dr. Frederick 
Berlin, who treats patients 
with sexual disorders at 
J ohns Hopkins Hospital and 
at an independent clinic. 
However, he has concerns 
about a blanket criminal 
justice approach without 
evaluating the appropri¬ 
ateness in each case. 
'Speaking now as a physi¬ 
cian, I thin kit's absolutely in¬ 
appropriate to use a medi¬ 
cal treatment as a criminal 
sanction," Berlin said. 

He said it's not effective for 
people whose crimes were 
driven by drugs, mental ill¬ 
ness or other issues. 

'These laws tend to go on 
the books because people 
understandably are fright¬ 
ened. They want to protect 
children which I hope every 
reasonable person wants 
to do,"Berlin said. 

"At its worst, I think the mo¬ 
tivation, if we are just go¬ 
ing to say it crudely: 'We 
are just going to castrate 
the bastard.' Or at its best 
it's a misunderstanding, 
and lack of understanding 
when it would and when it 
wouldn't be medically ap¬ 
propriate." 

The stereotypical child mo- 


lesterismale, buta fraction 
of sex offenders are wom¬ 
en. Berlin said the situation 
is more complicated for 
women because of hor¬ 
monal balance involved 
in the menstrual cycle and 
maintaining pregnancy, 
but treatment with a drug 
like Depo-Provera has 
been used to help some 
women gain better sexual 
self-control. 

California wasthe first state 
to pass such a law in 1996. 
Ike Dodson, a spokesman 
with the California Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections and 
Rehabilitation, said it's is 
rarely used there. Two pa¬ 
rolees are currently receiv¬ 
ing treatment. Dodson said 
one of them is mandated 
to receive it underlaw, and 
the other requested it vol¬ 
untarily. 

Prison officials in Montana 
and Louisiana told The As¬ 
sociated Press last year 
that they're aware of only 
one case in each state in 
the last decade in which 
a judge ordered the treat¬ 
ment. Texas even allows 
repeat sex offenders to 
opt for surgical castration. 
Texas and Florida did not 
have numbers immediately 
available on use. 

Georgia had a chemical 
castration statute but re¬ 
pealed it. Oregon also had 
a pilot program chemical 
castration but it was re¬ 
pealed. 

The Alabama law says a 
judge shall orderthe treat¬ 
ment as a condition of re¬ 
lease and will require pa¬ 
rolees to receive an initial 
dose of medication before 
leaving prison, and to re¬ 
ceive additionaldosesafter 
leaving. A judge would de¬ 
cide when they could stop. 
They would be billed for 
the medication, although 
fees could be waived for 
those who couldn't afford 
it. The law also says an Ala¬ 
bama Health Department 
employee must administer 
the medication afteran in¬ 
mate's release from prison. 
Law make rs say it's constitu¬ 
tional because it only ap- 
plieswhen an inmate seeks 
release on parole. Inmates 
who opt to serve their en¬ 
tire sentence would not 
have to take the medica¬ 
tion. □ 
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Summer camp is newest front in battle with measles outbreak

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — The 

battle to contain the worst 
U.S. measles outbreak in 27 
years has a new front: sum- 
mercamp. 

Vaccinations have been 
made mandatory this sum¬ 
mer for campers and staff 
in several counties north of 
New York City that annually 
fill up with kids from the Or- 
thodoxj ewish communities 
that have been hit hardest 
by measles. 

Ulster County took the ex¬ 
tra step of mandating the 
measlesvaccine orproofof 
immunity at all day camps 
and overnight camps, be¬ 
coming the latest county 
in the area to issue immuni¬ 
zation requirements. Rock¬ 
land County announced a 
similar order this month, fol¬ 
lowing mandates from Sul¬ 
livan and Orange counties 
'We have to make sure 
ourt'sare crossed and our 
i's are dotted in making 
sure all these vaccination 
records are in and have 
been fine-combed through 
to make sure everything is 
in compliance," said Rabbi 
Hanoch Hecht, of Ulster 
County's Camp Emunah, 
which hosts many girls from 
a Chabad community in 
Brooklyn's Crown Heights. 

"In the past where we ac¬ 
cepted religious exemp- 
tionsforcertain things,"said 
Hecht, who is getting his 
own blood checked for im¬ 
munity, "now we cannot." 
Ihe state of New York re¬ 
quires summer camps to 
keep immunization records 
forall campers, but doesn't 
bar children from attend¬ 
ing if they haven't gotten a 
measles shot. 

Children are required to 
get the measles vaccine 
to attend schools in New 
York, however, and Gov. 
Andrew Cuomo signed 
legislation Thursday elimi¬ 
nating an exemption for 
kids whose parents object 
to vaccinationson religious 
grounds. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention re¬ 
ported that, as of June 1, 
more than 1,000 measles 
cases had been reported 
in the U.S. since the start 
of the year, up from fewer 
than 100 cases a year a 
decade ago. The bulk of 


those cases have been di¬ 
agnosed in ultra-Orthodox 
Jewish neighborhoods in 
Brooklyn and suburban 
Rockland County. 

The CDC recommends 
everyone over a year old 
should getthe vaccine, ex¬ 
cept for people who had 
the disease as children. 
Those who have had mea- 
slesare immune. 

The vaccine, which be¬ 
came available in the 
1960s, is considered safe 
and highly effective — 
paving the way for measles 
to be declared all but elim¬ 
inated in the U.S. in 2000. 
But it has had a resurgence 
several times, including 667 
cases in 2014. 

Hecht and others stressed 
that vaccinations are 
widely accepted by most 
members of the Orthodox 
community, echoing rab¬ 
bis in Brooklyn and Rock¬ 
land County who say it is 
a relatively small group of 
parents influenced by anti¬ 
vaccination propaganda 

— not religious teachings 

— who have resisted inocu¬ 
lations. 

The Orthodox Union said it 
has previously required up- 
to-date vaccinations, in¬ 
cluding the MMR vaccine, 
for its 37 summer prog rams 
"Most of the leaders and 
rabbis have taken the ap¬ 
proach that vaccination is 
required," Hecht said. 
Health officials in New York 
City have taken a tough 
approach, making measles 
vaccinations mandatory 
for everyone living in the 
Brooklyn neighborhood 
that is the epicenter of the 
outbreak, fining people for 
failing to get inoculated 
and closing 12 schools for 
failing to exclude staff and 
students who couldn't doc¬ 
ument immunity. The city 
announced the two most 
recent closuresThursday. 
Now, asschoolsprepare to 
close downforthe summer, 
the fight is spreading into 
the Catskills and Hudson 
River Valley. 

Sullivan County is in the 
heart of the traditional 
Borscht Belt, and the lake¬ 
laden area still attracts 
thousands to its camps and 
bungalow colonies each 
summer. Of the 170 state- 
regulated camps in the 


county, 139 are Orthodox 
J ewish camps. 

"We draw such a popula¬ 
tion from New York City, 
where this measles out¬ 
break was,"Sullivan County 
spokesman Dan Hust said. 
"It was considered prudent 
and wise." 

Not everyone agrees The 
orders from Sullivan and Or¬ 
ange counties were chal¬ 
lenged in state courts by 
parents of various religious 
faiths. However, civil rights 
attorney Michael Sussman 
said Friday he believes 
those cases will have to 
be withdrawn given New 
York's removal of religious 
exemptions 

Several camp administra¬ 
tors interviewed by The As¬ 
sociated Press expressed 
no objection to mandatory 
vaccinations 


'We have no issue with 
that," said Yoel Landau, 
director at Camp RavTov, 
a camp for Hasidic boys 
in Monticello. Landau said

Unci a unted by a danger¬ 
ous journey overthousands 
of miles, people fleeing 
economic hardship and 
human rights abuses in Af¬ 
rican countriesare coming 
to the U.S.-Mexico border in 
unprecedented numbers, 
surprising Border Patrol 
agents more accustomed 
to Spanish-speaking mi- 
g ra nts. 

Officials in Texas and even 
Maine are scrambling to 
absorb the sharp increase 
in African migrants. They 
are coming to America af¬ 
terflying acrossthe Atlantic 
Ocean to South America 
and then embarking on an 
often harrowing overland 
journey. 

In one recentweek, agents 
in the Border Patrol's Del Rio 
sector stopped more than 
500 African migrants found 


walking in separate groups 
along the arid land after 
splashing across the Rio 


Grande, children in tow. 
"That is more than double 
the total of 211 African 
migrants who were de¬ 
tained by the Border Patrol 
along the entire 2,000-mile 
(3,200-kilometer) U.S.-Mexi- 
co border in the 2018 fiscal 
year. 

"We are continuing to see 
a rise in apprehensions of 
immigrants from countries 
not normally encountered 
in our area,"said Raul Ortiz, 
head of the U.S. Border Pa¬ 
trol's Del Rio sector. 

The immigrants in Texas 
were mostly from the Re¬ 
public of the Congo, the 
Democratic Republic of 
the Congo and Angola. 
Cameroonians have also 
been traveling up through 
Mexico and into the U.S. in 


larger numbers and seek¬ 
ing asylum at portsof entry. 
On recent Saturday in Ti¬ 
juana, there were 90 Cam¬ 
eroonians lined up to get 
on a waiting list to request 
asylum that has swelled to 
a bout 7,500 names. Also on 
the waiting list are Ethiopi- 
a ns, Eritrea ns, Ma urita nia ns, 
Sudanese and Congolese. 
Cameroonians generally 
fly to Ecuador because no 
visa is required and take 
aboutfourmonthsto reach 
"Tijuana. They walk for days 
in Panama through dense 
jungle, where they are of¬ 
ten robbed and held in 
government-run camps 
They come from Cam¬ 
eroon's English-speaking 
south with horrifying stories 
of rape, murderand torture 


committed since late 2016 
by soldiers of the country's 
French-speaking majority, 
which holds power. 

A few days after the big 
groups of African immi¬ 
grants were apprehended 
in Texas, federal officials 
dropped off dozens of 
them in San Antonio. Of¬ 
ficials in the Texas city 
sent out a plea for French- 
speaking volunteers for 
translating work "and most 
importantly, making our 
guests feel welcome." 
Many were bused to Port¬ 
land, Maine, about as far 
as one can get from the 
Mexican borderand still be 
in the continental United 
States Word has spread 
among migrants that the 
city of 67,000 is a welcom¬ 
ing place. Somali refugees 
were resettled in Portland 
in the 1990s. 

A total of 170 asylum seek¬ 
ers arrived in recent days 
Hundreds more are ex¬ 
pected in an influx that 
City ManagerJ on J ennings 
called unprecedented. 
With one shelter already 
full, a basketball venue 
called the Portland Exposi¬ 
tion Building wasconverted 
into an emergency shelter. 
Portland officials tweeted 
Thursday that rumors some 
of the migrants are carry¬ 
ing the Ebola virus "are pa¬ 
tently false," and said that 
as asylum seekers, they are 
in the United States legally. 
On Thursday afternoon, 
families in the Expo chatted 
in French and Portuguese 
aschildren kicked a soccer 
ba II nea r rows of c ots. □

IDS ANGELES (AP) — The 

Los Angeles Police Depart¬ 
ment is gathering evidence 
and video footage in an 
administrative investigation 
into an off-duty officerwho 
shot and killed a man au¬ 
thorities say attacked him 
inside a Southern California 
Costco Wholesale ware¬ 
house store. 

Authorities remained tight- 
lipped Sunday, not re¬ 
sponding to requests for 
comment about what 
provoked the Friday night 
confrontation and wheth¬ 
er anyone but the officer 
was armed. Two others 
were critically injured in the 
shooting in Corona, which 
isabout40 miles(64 kilome¬ 
ters) east of Los Angeles 
The officer opened fire af¬ 
ter Kenneth French, 32, of 
Riverside, "assaulted" him 
"without provocation" as 
the officer held his young 
child, Corona police said 
Saturday.

Shureih also identified 
the other two victims as 
French's parents, Russell 
and Paola French,and said 
they remained in an inten¬ 
sive care unit Sunday. Au¬ 
thorities have not released 
their names 

French's family is seeking an 
attorney, Shureih said, and 


declined to give specifics 
about his mental condition. 
French was "non-violent, 
non-aggressive, non-ver¬ 
bal," his cousin said, and 
"he has to be pretty much 
monitored." 

"He's not the kind to trade 
words, so I don't believe 
that a verbal confrontation 
happened,"Shureih said. 
The LAPD will continue its 
internal probe as Corona 
police and the Riverside 
County district attorney's 
office conduct a separate 
investigation into the shoot¬ 
ing. The LAPD said Sunday 
it had no further informa¬ 
tion. Corona police and 
the district attorney's office 
did not respond to requests 
forcomment Sunday. 

Los Angeles Police Com¬ 
mission President Steve 
Soboroff said Sunday it is 
Chief Michel Moore's de¬ 
cision whether to put the 
officer on leave, but it re¬ 
mained unclearifthathap- 
pened. The officer's id entity 
has not been released. He 
was treated and released 
at a nearby hospital and 
his child was not injured.

While it's not unusual for 
police to delay releasing 
information such as an offi¬ 
cer's name in a shooting for 
safety reasons, Giacalone 
said it's important to get 
details out as quickly as 
possible. 

"People start filling in the 
timelines for you" in the 
meantime, he said.

leading contenders for Is¬ 
tanbul mayor faced off in 
a political debate Sunday, 
a week before the city 
is set to hold a repeat of 
the election an opposition 
candidate won and Tur¬ 
key's governing party suc¬ 
cessfully challenged. 

Ruling party candidate Bi¬ 
nali Yildirim and secularop- 
position candidate Ekrem 
Imamoglu argued during 
the live televised debate, 
a rarity in Turkey, over the 
election authority's deci¬ 
sion to void the first mayoral 
election. Yildirim, a former 
Turkish prime minister, said 
the March 31 election had 
been "stolen"fnom him. 
Imamoglu, a former dis¬ 
trict mayor backed by the 


Republican People's Party, 
or CHP, narrowly won the 
race to govern Turkey's 
largest city and commer¬ 
cial hub. He called Yildrim's 
claim "slanderous"and said 
he wasthe "elected mayor" 
who had been "cheated of 
rights." 

Yildirim said the ruling Jus¬ 
tice and Development 
Party, or AKP, did not want 
to have the election re¬ 
peated when it challenged 
the outcome. He claimed 
the rerun could have been 
avoided if there had been 
a full recount of all votes. 
The election authority's 
decision to void the vote 
came after weeks of partial 
recounts. 

Fox TV journalist Ismail 
Kucukkaya moderated the 
3-hour debate, a job that 
entailed managing heated 


moments such as when 
Yildirim repeatedly broke a 
debate rule of not talking 
over or directly responding 
to hisopponent. 


The candidates answered 
questions on an array of 
topics from the needs of 
young voters and women, 
to the economy and the 


need for green spaces in 
the city of 15 million. They 
also pushed plans to deal 
with the large number of 
Syrian refugees in Istanbul 
as Turkey hosts more than 
3.6 million Syrians. 

Imamoglu is campaigning 
on a promise to end divi¬ 
sions and embrace all vot¬ 
ers while vowing to put an 
end to what he describes 
as wasteful and excessive 
spending by the municipal¬ 
ity, which has been con¬ 
trolled by the AKP and an 
Islamic-based predecessor 
for 25 years. 

Yildirim is running with his 
track record as a former 
transport minister, saying 
his experience will improve 
city management and 
transport, decreasing com¬ 
mute times in the c ity over¬ 
whelmed by traffic.□ 


ZLizana Caputova inaugurated as 1st Slovak female president 


BRATISLAVA, Slovakia (AP) 

— Liberal environmental 
activist and lawyer Zuzana 
Caputova was inaugurat¬ 
ed Saturday as the first fe¬ 
male president of Slovakia. 
Caputova took the oath of 
office ata special session of 
Parliament, becoming Slo¬ 
vakia's fifth president since 
it gained independence 
afterthe split of Czechoslo¬ 
vakia in 1993. 

The 45-year-old has little 
experience in politics but 
attracted voters who are 
appalled by corruption 
and mainstream politics. 
Her election to the largely 
ceremonial post defied a 
wave of gains for far right 
populists a cross Europe. 

"I'm not here to rule, I'm 
here to serve,'Caputova 
said in her inauguration 
speech. 

A lawyerby profession, Ca¬ 
putova became known for 
leading a successful fight 
a gainst a toxic waste dump 


in her hometown of Pezi- 
nok, for which she received 
the prestigious Goldman 
Environmental Prize in 2016. 
A divorced mother of two, 
she is in favor of gay rights 
and opposes a ban on 
abortion in this conserva¬ 
tive Roman Catholic coun¬ 
try. 

She only recently became 
vice chairman of Progres¬ 
sive Slovakia, a new pro-EU 
party that won the recent 
European Parliament elec¬ 
tion in Slovakia 
Caputova resigned from 
herparty post afterwinning 
the first round of the presi¬ 
dential vote. 

Like her popular predeces- 
sorAndrej Kiska, who didn't 
run fora second term, she is 
firmly supporting Slovakia's 
membership in the Europe¬ 
an Union and NATO. 

She sa id the EU a nd NATO 
give hercountry "happiness 
and privilege that (previ¬ 
ous) generations could 


only dream of." 

Kiska backed Caputova 
in the presidential vote in 
March when she beat Eu¬ 
ropean Commission Vice 
President MarosSefcovic in 
a runoff vote. 

Kiska's five-year term in of- 
fic e wa s ma rked bye la shes 
with populist former prime 
minister Robert Fico and 
his leftist party, a dominant 
political force that wastar- 
nished by corruption scan¬ 
dals. 

Caputova and Kiska had 
both supported the mas¬ 
sive anti-govemment street 
protests last year following 
the slayings of an investiga¬ 
tive reporter and his fian¬ 
cee that that led to the fall 
of Fico's coalition govern¬ 
ment. Investigators have 
linked Jan Kuciak's death 
to his work probing possible 
widespread government 
corruption. "I want to be 
the voice of those who are 
not heard," she saidO

CAIRO (AP) — The head of 
Ubya's U.N.-supported gov¬ 
ernment on Sunday pro¬ 
posed holding nationwide 
elections to end the war in 
the North African country, 
as the forces of the rival 
military commander Khali¬ 
fa Hiftercontinue theirtwo- 
month-long battle to take 
the capital, Tripoli. 

Prime Minister Fayez al- 
Sarraj told a news confer¬ 
ence in Tripoli, the seat of 
hisadministration, that he is 
proposing a "Ubyan forum" 
aimed at finding a peace¬ 
ful solution to the conflict. 
The talks would draw up a 
roadmap for parliamentary 
and presidential elections 
to be held before the end 
of 2019. 

There are fears that the 
battle for Tripoli could ig¬ 
nite a civil waron the scale 
of the violence after the 
2011 uprising that toppled 
and killed longtime dictator 
MoammarGadhafi. 

Ubya is divided between 
the weak government of 
al-Sarraj in the west, and 
Field Marshal Khalifa Hifter, 


whose self-styled Ubyan 
National Army holds the 
east and much of the 
south. Hifter opened a mili¬ 
tary offensive on the capi¬ 
tal in early April, advancing 
on the city's southern out¬ 


skirts and clashing with mi¬ 
litias loosely affiliated with 
the U.N.-recognized gov¬ 
ernment. 

Hifter has presented him¬ 
self as a strong hand who 
can restore stability. In re¬ 


cent years, his campaign 
against Islamic militants 
across Ubya has won him 
growing international sup- 
portfrom world leaderswho 
say they are concerned 
the North African country 


has turned into a haven for 
armed groups,and a major 
conduit for migrants bound 
for Europe. His opponents 
view him asan aspiring au¬ 
tocrat and fear a return to 
one-man rule. 

Al-Sarraj said all Ubya ns 
who "call for a peaceful 
and democratic solution" 
would take part in his pro¬ 
posed talks. There would 
be "no place forthose who 
seek tyranny and dictator¬ 
ship," he added, while call¬ 
ing on the U.N. to support 
the forum and to oversee 
elections He did not say 
whether Hifter or his repre¬ 
sentatives would be includ¬ 
ed. The two sides last held 
talks in the United Arab 
Emirates in February. 
Al-Sarraj also demanded 
an international probe into 
alleged "war crimes and 
crimes against humanity," 
since Hifter launched his 
offensive.

tus since China took control 
in a 1997 handover. 

Well after dark, crowds 
gathered outside the po¬ 
lice headquarters and 
C hief Exec utive C a me La m 
office. On Saturday Lam 
suspended her effort to 
force passage of the bill, 
which would allow some 
suspects to be sent for trial 
in mainland China. 

The move did not appease 
Hong Kong residents an¬ 
gered over the plan who 
see it as one of many steps 
chipping away at Hong 
Kong's freedoms and le¬ 
gal autonomy. Opponents 
worry the law could be 
used to send criminal sus¬ 
pects to China to poten¬ 
tially face vague political 
charges, possible torture 
and unfair trials. 

Protesters a re also angered 
overforceful tactics by po¬ 
lice in quelling unrest at a 
J une 12 demonstration. 
Periodically, the shouts 
of the protesters stand¬ 
ing shoulder-to-shoulder in 
front of the police head¬ 
quarters would crescendo 
in a roar that reverberated 
through the narrow con¬ 
crete canyons of the red- 
lig ht d istrict of Wa nc ha i. 
Smaller crowds stood 
chanting outside Lam's of¬ 
fice building. 

The statement issued late 
Sunday said mentioned 
the demonstrations and 
said the government "un¬ 
derstands that these views 
have been made out of 
love and care for Hong 


Kong." 

'The chief executive apol¬ 
ogized to the people of 
Hong Kong for this and 
pledged to adopt a most 
sincere and humble atti¬ 
tude to accept criticisms 
and make improvements in 
serving the public,"itsaid. 
The ma rc hers wa nt La m to 
scrap the extradition bill, 
which is supported by the 
communist leadership in 
Beijing, and to resign. 

The crowds filled a wide 
thoroughfare and side 
streets paralleling the wa¬ 
terfront of Victoria Harbor 
as tourists and shoppers 
who drive much of the 
Asian financial hub's econ¬ 
omy looked on. 

At the march's end, hun¬ 
dreds sat wearily around 
the city government 
headquarters. Some were 
singing. Some listening to 
speeches. Some just rest¬ 
ing. 

'Our demands are simple. 
Carrie Lam must leave of¬ 
fice, the extradition law 
must be withdrawn and 
the police must apologize 
for using extreme violence 
against their own people," 
bank worker John Chow 
said as he marched with 
a group of his friends "And 
we will continue." 

Protesters have mainly fo¬ 
cused their anger on Lam, 
who had little choice but 
to carry through dictates 
issued by Beijing, where 
President XiJ in ping has en¬ 
forced increasingly authori¬ 
tarian rule. 

Many here believe Hong 
Kong's legal autonomy has 
been significantly dimin¬ 
ished despite Beijing's insis¬ 
tence that it is still honoring 
its promise, dubbed "one 
country, two systems," that 
the territory can retain its 
own social, legal and politi¬ 
cal system for50 yearsafter 
the handover. 

The rally drew marchers 
both young and old, some 
pushing strollers or car¬ 
rying slumbering infants. 
Few wore face masks or 
seemed to be trying to 
hide their identities, in con¬ 
trast with demonstrations 
Wednesday, when par¬ 
ticipants expressed worries 


over possible retribution 
from the authorities 
Protesters also are angry 
over the way police used 
teargas, rubberbulletsand 
other forceful measures 
as demonstrators broke 
through barricades out¬ 
side the city government's 
headquarters in that small- 
erbut more aggressive pro¬ 
test. 

The police presence Sun¬ 
day was considerably 
more relaxed, with officers 
deployed mainly to direct 


traffic as the protesters 
wound their way through 
Hong Kong's commercial 
center from a sprawling 
downtown park to govern¬ 
ment headquarters. 

Farther down the parade 
route, mourners lined up 
to lay flowers and pay re¬ 
spects at a makeshift me¬ 
morial for a man who fell 
to his death Saturday after 
hanging a protest banner 
that read in part, "Make 
Love, No Shoot" and "No 
Extradition to China

Voters cast ballots by the 
light of cell phones in gu¬ 
bernatorial elections in Ar¬ 
gentina. Public transporta¬ 
tion halted, shops closed 
and patients dependent 
on home medical equip¬ 
ment were urged to go to 
hospitals with generators. 

"I wasjuston my way to eat 
with a friend, butwe had to 
cancel everything. There's 
no subway, nothing iswork- 
ing," said Lucas Acosta, a 
24-year-old Buenos Aires 
resident. "What's worse, to¬ 
day is Father's Day. I've just 
talked to a neighbor and 
he told me his sons won't 
be able to meet him." 


By mid-afternoon, power 
had been restored to most 
of Uruguay's 3 million peo¬ 
ple. But in Argentina, only 
about 50% of the nation's 
grid was back up and run¬ 
ning, President Mauricio 
Macri said on Twitter, and 
officials from the Energy 
Secretariat were rallying to 
establish full service to all 


users. 

Argentina's power grid is 
generally known for be¬ 
ing in a state of disrepair, 
with sub stations and cables 
that were insufficiently up¬ 
graded as power rates re¬ 
mained largely frozen for 
years. 

The country's energy secre¬ 
tary said the blackout oc¬ 


curred around 7 a.m. local 
time when a key intercon¬ 
nection system collapsed, 
but the causeswere "being 
investigated and are not 
yet determined." 

Brazilian and Chilean of¬ 
ficials said their countries 
had not been affected. 
Officials were not imme¬ 
diately available for com¬ 


ment, but many residents 
of Argentina and Uruguay 
said the size of the outage 
was unprecedented in re¬ 
cent history. 

"I've never seen something 
like this," said Silvio Uber- 
mann, a taxi driver in the 
Argentine capital. "Never 
such a large blackout in 
the whole country." 
Argentine energy com¬ 
pany Edesur said on Twitter 
that the failure originated 
at an electricity transmis¬ 
sion point between the 
power stations in Yacyreta 
and Salto Grande in the 
c o u ntry's no rthea st. 
Uruguay's energy compa¬ 
ny DTE sa id the fa ilure in the 
Argentine system cut pow- 
erto all of Uruguay at one 
pointand much of Argenti¬ 
na. The company said that 
some Uruguayan coastal 
cities had service by early 
afternoon and blamed the 
collapse on a 'flaw in the 
Argentine network." 
Argentina's sec reta ry of en¬ 
ergy said the power failed 
at 7:07 a.m. Only the south¬ 
ernmost province of Terra 
del Fuego was unaffected.

GUATEMALA CITY (AP) — 

Guatemalans will vote for 
their next president Sunday 
in elections plagued by 
widespread disillusion and 
distrust, and astensofthou- 
sands of their compatriots 
flee poverty and gang vio¬ 
lence to seek a new life in 
the United States. 

With 19 candidates in the 
race for president, and the 
winner needing an abso¬ 
lute majority, a runoff be¬ 
tween the two top vote- 
getters is likely in August. 
The road to this presidential 
election hasbeen a chaot¬ 
ic flurry of court rulings and 


shenanigans, illegal party¬ 
switching and allegations 
of malfeasance that torpe¬ 
doed the candidacies of 
two of the top three candi¬ 
dates. 

Three of the last four elect¬ 
ed presidents have been 
arrested post-presidency 
on charges of corruption. 
Graft allegations have also 
targeted current President 
Jimmy Morales and his in¬ 
ner circle, though he de¬ 
nies wrongdoing and has 
been protected from pros¬ 
ecution due to his immunity 
while in office. 

A recent poll from CID Gal¬ 


lup Latinoamerica found 
that nearly a third of Gua¬ 
temalan adults surveyed 
believe the election will be 
plagued by fraud. Another 
20 percent said the elec¬ 
tion's legitimacy would be 
suspect because so many 
candidateswere keptfrom 
running. 

The election marks the 
first time that Guatema¬ 
lans can cast ballots from 
abroad: At least 60,000 are 
eligible to vote in Los An¬ 
geles, New York, Maryland 
and Washington, D.C., all 
home to large numbers of 
Guatemalan emigres.O

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Woodland denies history with U.S Open title at Pebble Reach

PEBBLE BEACH, Calif. (AP) 

— Gary Woodland denied 
Brooks Koepka's bold bid 
at history with two clutch 
shots and made U.S. Open 
memories of his own, start¬ 
ing with that silvertnophy in 
hishandsat Pebble Beach. 
Woodland finished in style 
Sunday. He holed a 30-foot 
birdie putt fora 2-under69, 
giving him the lowest 72- 
hole score in six U.S. Opens 
at Pebble Beach and a 
three-shot victory over Ko- 
epka, who was going fora 
third straight U.S. Open. 
Koepka had to settle for 
a footnote in history as 
the first player with all four 
rounds in the 60s at the U.S 
Open without winning. But 
he made Woodland earn 
every bit of his first major 
championship. 

And he did. 

Clinging to a one-shot lead 
with more pressure than he 
has ever felt, Woodland 
seized control by going for 
the green on the par-5 14th 
hole with a 3-wood from 
263 yards, narrowly clear¬ 
ing a cavernous bunker 
and setting up a simple up- 
and-down for a two-shot 
lead. 

Even more significant was 
a shot from 90 feet. 


Woodland hit the edge of 
the green on the par-3 17th 
a II the way to the right, with 
the pin on the hourglass 
green on the otherside. 
Ahead on the 18th, Koep¬ 
ka 's 3-iron went just overthe 


back of the green, leaving 
him a chip for eagle to tie, 
with a birdie likely to do 
the trick considering what 
Woodland faced. Koepka 
chipped to just inside 10 
feet and missed the putt. 


Woodland delivered 

again. Unable to use put¬ 
ter to get it close, he per¬ 
fectly clipped a pitch over 
the mound, and it checked 
about 12 feet short of the 
hole and trickled down to 


tap-in range. 

That effectively ended 
the U.S. Open. Woodland 
played conservatively 
down the 18th and made 
one last birdie that only 
mattered in the record 
book. He finished at 13-un- 
der 271, one shot better 
than Tiger Woods' historic 
rout in 2000. 

The difference was Woods 
won by 15 shots and was 
the only player under par. 
With a marine layer block¬ 
ing the sunshine, and no 
significant wind at Pebble 
Beach all week, 31 players 
finished under par. 

Koepka closed with a 68for 
his second runner-up in the 
majors this year, along with 
his second straight PGA 
Championship title. 

Justin Rose was the only 
one who caught Wood¬ 
land, with a birdie on the 
opening hole. Rose bo¬ 
geyed from the bunker on 
No. 2, and fell out of the 
race with three bogeys in 
a four-hole stretch on the 
back nine. He shot 74 and 
shared third with Xander 
Schauffele (67), Jon Rahm 
(68) and Chez Rea vie (71). 
Woods birdied six of his last 
12 holes and was never a 
factor.Q 


Hendeison wins MeijerlPGA to breakCanadian victory record 


GRAND RAPIDS; Mich. (AP) 

— Brooke Henderson won 
the MeijerLPGA Classic on 
Sundayto breakthe Cana¬ 
dian record for tour victo¬ 
ries with nine. 

The 21-year-old Henderson 
led wire-to-wire for her sec¬ 
ond victory in three years 
at Blythefield Country Club, 
closing with a 2-under70 in 
chilly conditions to hold off 
Lexi Thompson, Nasa Hata- 
oka, Su Oh and Brittany Al- 
tomare by a stroke. 
Henderson broke a tie with 
Sandra Postforthe Canadi¬ 
an record on the LPGA Tour 
and also moved ahead of 
George Knudson and Mike 
Weirforthe overall country 
mark. 

'That's really cool," Hender¬ 
son said. "Earlier this year 
to get my eighth win and 
to tie that record was a 
huge deal for me. To now 
to kind of breakthrough 
that is awesome. I'm justre-

"It's really special," Hender¬ 
son said. "I'm so happy that 
both my mom and my dad 
can be out here to watch 
my sister and I win this 
It's always special when 
they're here, especially on 
Father's Day." 

Also the Lotte Champion¬ 
ship winner in April in Ha¬ 
waii, Henderson matched 
the tournament record of 
21 underthatshe set in 2017 
(when the course played 
to a parof 71) and also was 
tied last year by So Yeon 
Ryu. Henderson opened 
with consecutive 64s, play¬ 
ing 30 holesFriday afterrain 
delayed the start Thursday, 
and had a 69 on Saturday 
to take a two-stroke lead 
into the final round.

Just trying to hit good shots 
and hopefully make a lot 
of birdies. Didn't make as 
many as I wanted, but just 
enough." 

Her lead reduced to a 
stroke aftera bogey on the 
par-4 16th, she three-putt¬ 
ed the par-5 18th from 45 
feetforthe winning par. 
'When I was walking up 
here I thought maybe I 
would have to birdie orea- 
gle this hole to get the job 
done, but when I looked at 
the scoreboard I was sort 
of shocked that all I need¬ 
ed to do was three-putt 
and par," Henderson said.

Thompson followed her 
course-record 62 in the 
third round with a 68, clos¬ 
ing with an eagle for the 
second straight day.

Rafael Devers led off the 
10th inning with a home 
run afterMarco Hernandez 
tied it with a solo shot in the 
ninth, and Boston beat the 
Baltimore Orioles 8-6 Sun¬ 
day to move a season-high 
five games over.500. 
'Obviously we need to keep 
rolling and keep extending 
that," winning pitcher Bran¬ 
don Workman said. 'We set 
that goal forourselves, and 
we were able to get it." 

The Red Sox opened de¬ 
fense of their World Series 


title by losing their first four 
games this season and 
were 9-15 on April 23. Now 
they're 39-34 and within 
striking distance of the first- 
place Yankees in the AL 


East. 

"There'sa good vibe,"man¬ 
ager Alex Cora said. 'We 
didn't come out of the 
blocks the way we want¬ 
ed, but it's still a long race. 


We're still in the hunt." 

After winning the first two 
gamesofthe seriesin blow¬ 
out fashion, the Red Sox 
used some late heroics to 
complete the sweep and 
extend their winning streak 
to five. 

Boston trailed 3-2 in the 
ninth before Hernandez 
connected off Mychal Giv¬ 
ens, who avoided further 
damage by getting two 
straight strikeouts following 
a triple by Mookie Betts 
In the 10th, however, Giv¬ 
ens (0-4) served up a 1-0 
pitch that Devers slammed 
far over the center-field 
wall. Betts and Christian 
Vazquez added two-out, 
two-run singles off David 
Hess, who was optioned 
to Triple-A Norfolk after the 
game. 

"It was one of those that it 


was going to be an ugly 
loss, whatever, but now it's 
a great win," Cora said. 
Brandon Workman (5-1) 
worked the ninth for the 
Red Sox. Boston's eighth 
pitcher, Josh Smith, gave 
up a two-run homerto Ste¬ 
vie Wilkerson and a bases- 
empty drive to Trey Mane ini 
in the 10th before sealing 
the win. 

"Everybody kind of stepped 
up and did their job 
throughout the game," 
Workman said. "Offense 
kept grinding out at bats 
and we were able to take 
the lead and win it." 

Orioles manager Brandon 
Hyde was ejected in the 
fourth inning after arguing 
a call that cost Baltimore 
a run. Keon Braxton was 
called outforrunning in the 
baseline after laying down 
a successful squeeze bunt, 
which by rule sent Anthony 
Santander back to third 
base. Richie Martin subse¬ 
quently struck out to end 
the inning, leaving the Ori- 
olesdown 2-1. 

The score stayed that way 
until the eighth. 

Baltimore was 1 for 13 with 
runners in scoring position 
when J onathan Villardrew 
a leadoff walk from Marcus 
WaIden. Villarstole second, 
then stole third as Chris Da¬ 
vis expressed his displea¬ 
sure over a called third 
strike and Vazquez looped 
his throw from behind the 
plate to the mound.

Alonso leads lbyola to victoiy 
at 24 Hours Le Mans race 


LE MANS Fiance (AP) — 

Fernando Alonso won the 
24 Hours Le Mans endur¬ 
ance race for the second 
stra ight yea rafter the Toyo¬ 
ta Gazoo team's other car 
came unstuckon Sunday. 

It was the two-time For¬ 
mula One champion's last 
race in the World Endur¬ 
ance Championship, and 
also sealed the WEC title. 
Alonso and his co-drivers 
Sebastien Buemi and Kazu- 
ki Nakajima, who took the 
checkered flag, had luck 
on their side in securing the 
title. 

With about one hour left, 
the Toyota No. 7 cardriven 
byj ose Marfa Lopezhad to 
pit for a tire change when 
comfortably leading, "fhe 
driver was not sure wheth¬ 
er it was a sensor or a sus¬ 
pected puncture, but his 
enforced stop effectively 
handed the race lead to 
Alonso's No. 8 car. 

It was an identical result to 
la st yea r with the No. 7 c a r 
— again featuring Kamui 
Kobayashi and Mike Con¬ 
way-finishing second. 
Although Toyota secured 
another 1-2, questions will 
be asked within the team 
about how No. 7 lost the 
race. 

Buemi and Nakajima must 
have felt for them, too, 
having lost the 2016 race 
on the final lap after a me¬ 


chanical failure. 

'We really have the impres¬ 
sion we didn't deserve the 
win. Unfortunately they 
punctured right near the 
end," Buemi told broad¬ 
caster Eurosport. 'We're 
well placed to know how it 
feelsbecause ofwhathap- 
pened to us in 2016. We de¬ 
served the world title after 
all the work we've done 
this year, but the No. 7 de¬ 
served the win today." 
Alonso echoed that. 

'They really deserved the 
victory," he said. "Luck is a 
very important part of mo- 
torsport." 

He should know after his 
McLaren team failed to 
qualify for the Indianapolis 
500 following a calamitous 
series of errors. 

The 37-year-old Spaniard 
still needs to win the In¬ 
dianapolis 500 in order to 
match British driver Gra¬ 
ham Hill's feat of complet¬ 
ing the Triple Crown: win¬ 
ning Le Mans, the Monaco 
Grand Prix and the Indy 
500. He has won Monaco 
and Le Mans twice, both of 
them back to back. 

A total of 252,500 specta¬ 
tors attended the 87th edi¬ 
tion of Le Mans, which was 
first held in 1923. 

It was another frustrating 
result for Kobayashi, who 
drove fourfull seasons in FI 
with one podium finish. 


Kobayashi was hit by a 
gear box failure overnight 
while comfortably leading 
the 2017 race and had to 
abandon. 

On Saturday, he secured 
pole position in about 3 
minutes, 15 seconds on the 
13.6-kilometer (8.43-mile) 
track in northern France. 
Kobayashi's No. 7 earthen 
led the first seven hours of 
the race, before Alonso's 
No. 8 briefly took the lead 
in the next hour. 

Although No. 8 re-tookthe 
lead in the 11th hour, No. 
7 quickly regained it and 
looked to have held it all 
the way. Until the late in¬ 
cident undid 23 hours of 
hard toil. The Toyota team 
quickly tweeted: "Dramatic 
and unexpected end to 
the race, but it's a TOYOTA 
one-two nonetheless. We 
feel so sorry forour#7 crew, 
but big congratulations to 
our new @FIAWEC World 
Champions and two-time 
Le Manswinners." 

Two people familiar to 
Alonso finished in third 
place in the No. 11 SMP 
Racing car. One wasStoffel 
Vandoome — his former FI 
teammate at McLaren — 
and the other Vitaly Petrov. 
In the deciding race of 
the 2010 FI championship, 
Alonso had a very good 
chance to seal a third 
world title.□

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Tyson 
Fury put on a show before, 
during and after his first 
bout in the fight capital of 
the world. 

The British heavyweight star 
stopped Tom Schwarz with 
6 seconds left in the sec¬ 
ond round Saturday night, 
packing plenty of enter¬ 
tainment into his brief Las 
Vegasdebut. 

Fury (28-0-1, 20 KOs) made 
short work of his previously 
unbeaten German oppo¬ 
nent, battering him with a 
jab before knocking him 
down to a knee in the 
second round right after 
Schwarz(24-1) landed a big 
punch. Fury pressed ahead 
after the knockdown and 
forced Schwarz's comer to 
throw in the towel before 
the bell. 

Fighting for the first time 
since he dramatically rose 
from a devastating 12th- 
round knockdown to se¬ 
cure a draw with Deontay 
Wilder, Fury confirmed his 
world-class ability follow¬ 
ing his comeback last year 
from a 2 1/2-year ring ab¬ 
sence. 

"I came here to enjoy my¬ 
self and put on a show for 
Las Vegas," Fury said. "I 
hope everybody enjoyed it 
asmuch asl did." 

Although Fury already had 
memorable fights in New 
York and Los Angeles, the 
Manchester native wanted 
something special in Sin 
City, which he once vowed 
neverto visit before he got 
a fight here. 

The performance by the 
world's lineal heavyweight 
champion against an over¬ 
matched foe was just as 


dominantasexpected, but 
Fury's shenanigans before 
and after the bout at the 
MGM Grand Garden might 
prove to be even more 
memorable. 

After Schwarz ring-walked 
to the mellow stra ins of Bob 
Mariey, Fury appeared in 
red-white-and-blue gear 
— including a top hat — 
as he stepped through a 
cordon of showgirls. With a 
broad grin, he tookthe ring 
to J ames Brown's "Living in 
America," the entire en¬ 
trance in homage to Apollo 
Creed's famed fictional en¬ 
trance at the MGM Grand 
in "Rocky IV." 

Unlike Creed, Fury survived 
and won. 

And after the bout, Fury 
showed off his decent sing¬ 
ing voice in what's becom¬ 
ing a post-fight tradition. 
With the microphone in his 
boxing glove, Fury serenad¬ 
ed his wife, Paris, with Aero- 
smith's"! Don't Want to Miss 
a "Thing." 

"The first fig ht of the 30-yea r- 
old Fury's lucrative new 
co-pro motional deal with 
Top Rank was intended to 
introduce his violent skills 
and loquacious character 
to ESPN's large audience, 
and he did both — how¬ 
ever briefly. 

'The key tonight was to en¬ 
joy myself," Fury said. "I used 
the jab. I was slipping and 
sliding. I caught him with 
the straight left. It was a 
good shot. It could put any¬ 
body away. I put on an ex¬ 
tra 12 pounds, and I could 
really feel (the power)." 
After dominating the first 
round with his jab, Fury 
switched to a southpaw 
stance late in the sec¬ 


ond round, and Schwarz 
caught him with a shot. 
Fury got mad, battering 
Schwarz with a combina¬ 
tion and dropping him to 
a knee with a huge right 
hand to the head. 

Schwarz got up with a 
badly bloodied face, and 
Fury teed off, peppering 
his turtling opponent with 
big shots. Referee Ken¬ 
ny Bayless stopped it at 
roughly the same moment 
Schwarz's comer threw the 
white towel into the ring. 
The 6-foot-5 Schwarz is 
highly ranked by the WBO, 
but he had never fought 
outside his native Germany 
or the Czech Republic be¬ 
fore Fury's camp picked 
him for this showcase bout. 
Schwarz was aware that 
just two weeks ago, An¬ 
thony Joshua was stopped 
by Andy RuizJ r. at Madison 


Square Garden in one of 
the biggest upsets in recent 
boxing history. Schwarz 
never appeared to have a 
chance of pulling a similar 
upset — not with the 6-foot- 
9 Fury towering over him 
and fighting in crisp form. 
Fury said he plans to fight 
again on Sept. 21 or Oct. 
5, "and next year, we're 
going to hold down Deon¬ 
tay Wilder and make him 
give me that green (WBC 
championship) belt." 

Top Rank boss Bob Arum 
predicts Fury's next bout will 
be Oct. 5 in New York. 
'There is no heavyweight 
in the world that can beat 
him, now that he is in 
shape," Arum said. "Deon¬ 
tay Wilder is not going five 
rounds with him. We will 
have anotherfight(on Oct. 
5), then we will fight Wilder." 
Fury improved to 3-0-1 since 


returning from a 2 1/2-year 
ring absence while he bat¬ 
tled substance abuse, de¬ 
pression, enormous weight 
gain and suicidal thoughts 
Fury's life fell apart after he 
won multiple title belts with 
his stunning victory over 
Wladimir Klitschko in 2015, 
but he has put it back to¬ 
gether with bigger goals in 
mind. 

With a gentler public per¬ 
sona and a commitment 
to opening dialogue about 
mental health issues, Fury's 
redemption has rekindled 
the interest of ma ny boxing 
fans turned off by his past 
homophobic and sexist 
statements 

Although Fury had to re¬ 
linquish his titles during his 
ring absence, he is still the 
heavyweight division's lin¬ 
eal champion as the man 
who beat Klitschko.□

"Deepfake" videos pose a 
clearand growing threatto 
America's national security, 
lawmakersand expertssay.

A House Intelligence Com¬ 
mittee hearing Thursday 
served up a public warning 
about the deceptive pow¬ 
ers of artificial intelligence 
software and offered a so¬ 
bering assessment of how 
fast the technology is out¬ 
pacing efforts to stop it. 
With a crudely altered vid¬ 
eo of House Speaker Nan¬ 
cy Pelosi, D-Calif., fresh on 
everyone's minds, lawmak¬ 
ers heard from experts how 
difficult it will be to combat 
these fakes and prevent 
them from being used to in¬ 
terfere in the 2020 election. 
'We don't have a general 
solution," said David Do- 
ermann, a former official 
with Defense Advanced 
Research Projects Agency. 
'This is a cat and a mouse 
game."As the ability to de¬ 
tect such videos improves, 
so does the technology 
used to make them. 

The videos are made using 
facial mapping and arti¬ 
ficial intelligence . The al¬ 
tered video of Pelosi, which 
was viewed more than 3 
million times on social me¬ 
dia, gave only a glimpse 
of what the technology 
can do. Experts dismissed 
the clip, which was slowed 
down to make it appear 
that Pelosi was slurring her 


words, as nothing more 
than a "cheap fake." 

Rep. Adam Schiff, the com¬ 
mittee chairman, said the 
Pelosi video "demonstrates 
the scale of the challenge 
we face." But he said he 
fears a more "nightmarish 
scenario," with these video 
spreading disinformation 
about a political candi¬ 
date and the public strug¬ 
gling to separate fact from 
fiction. 

The technology, said Schiff, 
D-Calif., has 'the capac¬ 
ity to disrupt entire cam¬ 
paigns, including that for 
the presidency." 


Doermann said the threat 
has grown worse due to 
the proliferation of what 
was once specialized tech¬ 
nology. Creating convinc¬ 
ing fabricated videos once 
required expensive equip¬ 
ment and software, but 
now "a high school student 
with a good computer" 
can do it, he said. 

"It's not something that you 
have to be an (artificial in¬ 
telligence) expert to run. A 
novice can run these types 
of things," he said. 

Schiff told reporters after 
the hearing he believes 
federal regulation aimed 


at curbing deepfakes is 
"worthy of serious consid¬ 
eration." But he said the 
problem will neverbe com¬ 
pletely solved, only sup¬ 
pressed. 

Clint Watts, a research fel¬ 
low with the Foreign Policy 
Research Institute, sug¬ 
gested tech companies 
should play a role in de¬ 
ciding which false videos 
should be taken down from 
the internet. But that idea 
drew skepticism from the 
committee's top Republi¬ 
can, California Rep. Devin 
Nunes. He raised concerns 
about granting too much 


authority to tech giants 
such as Facebook and 
Twitter to make judgment 
calls a bout content. 

Nunes claimed that cur¬ 
rent filters have a pro-lib¬ 
eral bias. "Most of the time 
it's conservatives who get 
banned," he said. "It's all 
in who's building the filter, 
right?" (Nunes has sued 
Twitter and several of the 
platform's users, accusing 
them of defaming him.) 
Danielle Citron, a Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland Law pro¬ 
fessor, told lawmakers that 
many of the laws regulat¬ 
ing online video date back 
decades and need to be 
overhauled to keep pace 
with the growing threat. 

'We have an audience 
primed to believe things 
like manipulated video of 
lawmakers," Citron said. 
"I would hate to see the 
deepfake where a promi¬ 
nent lawmaker is purported 
to ... (be) seen taking a 
bribe that you nevertook." 
U.S. intelligence officials 
have repeatedly warned 
about the threat of foreign 
meddling in American poli¬ 
tics, especially in the lead- 
up to elections 
U.S. officials determined 
Russia earned outa sweep¬ 
ing political disinformation 
campaign on U.S. social 
media to influence the 
2016 election. The direc¬ 
tor of national intelligence, 
Dan Coats, has said Russia 
attempted to meddle in 
the 2018 midterm elections,

BEIJING (AP) — An enc rypt- 
ed messaging app said 
Thursday that it was hit by a 
powerful cyberattack from 
China as a major protest 
unfolded in Hong Kong. 

The attackon the Telegram 
app, which slowed con¬ 
nectivity but did not com¬ 
promise user data, came 
as thousands surrounded 
Hong Kong government 
headquarters on Wednes¬ 
day to protest legislation 
that would allow people to 
be extradited to mainland 
China to stand trial. 

They protesters were forc¬ 


ibly dispersed by police us¬ 
ing tear gas, pepper spray 
and rubber bullets They 
did not assemble again 
on Thursday and debate 
overthe legislation wasde- 
layed. 

Telegram CEO Pavel Durov 
tweeted that most of the 
attackers had IP addresses 
from China. 

"Historically, all state actor¬ 
sized (attacks) we experi¬ 
enced coincided in time 
with protests in Hong Kong," 
Durov said. 'This case was 
notan exception." 

Activists in both Hong Kong 
and mainland China often 
use Telegram to organize 


protests in hopes the en¬ 
cryption will allow them to 
evade the government sur¬ 
veillance of Chinese social 
networking apps such as 
WeChat. 

Whereas WeChat users re¬ 
ported this week that pho¬ 
tos of the protests could 
not be viewed, apps like 
Telegram offer more pri¬ 
vacy and independence. 
Telegram is blocked in 
mainland China, but users 
can access it using soft¬ 
ware to circumvent the 
firewall, which also blocks

Stocks don't always get a boostwhenthe Fed cuts rates

When the Federal Reserve 
cuts interest rates, or even 
hints that it's about to, in¬ 
vestors cheer. 

That's because lowering 
rates stokes the overall 
economy, which sends 
stock prices higher — usu¬ 
ally, that is. 

The Fed hasinitiated 16 rate 
cut cycles since World War 
II. In 11 of those cycles, the 
stock market was higher six 
months later, and was still 
higher 12-months later in 13 
of them. 

Still, sometimes it takes lon¬ 
ger for the gains to materi¬ 
alize. Five times since World 
War II, the S&P 500 was 
down six months after the 
start of a Fed rate cut cy¬ 
cle. That includes the 2001 


and 2007 cycles, which 
corresponded with major 
recessions. The market was 
still down sharply 12 months 
afterthe Fed began to cut 
rates in each of those years. 
"Rate cuts haven't always 
led to market recover¬ 
ies," said Sam Stovall, chief 
investment strategist at 
CFRA. 

The Fed is facing pressure 
to cut rates amid signs of 
slowing economic growth. 
The benefits of the 2017 
tax cuts have waned and 
President Donald Trump's 
tariff threats with China 
and Mexico have roiled fi- 
na nc ia I ma rkets. 

Last week, Fed Chair Je¬ 
rome Powell set off a rally 
on Wall Street after he sig¬ 
naled that the Fed is willing 
to cut interest rates to help 


stabilize the economy if the 
trade war between Wash¬ 
ington and Beijing starts to 
crimp growth. A majority 
of investors expect a rate 
cut at the Fed'sJ uly meet¬ 
ing, according to the CME 
Group. If it does, should 
investors expect the move 
to boost stocks six months 
from now? Or a replay of 
the Fed rate cuts over the 
past two decades? 

Stovall says it's likely that a 
Fed rate cut this year will 
drive stocks higher, as he 
doesn't see major parallels 
now with the economy and 
ma rkets in 2001 a nd 2007. 
That doesn't mean the 
market will necessarily be 
spared more volatility in 
coming months, given the 
market's jitters overthe U.S.- 
China trade dispute and 


the damage it could do to 
the global economy and 
corporate profits. 
"Recessions have not been 
be repealed, but maybe 
they could be postponed," 


Stovall said. "Maybe what 
we find isthata rate cut, or 
a series of rate cuts, helps 
this bull market la st a little bit 
longer, but it's probably just 
delaying the inevitable.'□

Audubon intervenes to 
protect ocean monument 
for puffins 


PORTLAND, Maine (AP) — 

"The National Audubon So¬ 
ciety is getting involved in 
a lawsuit over the future 
of a national monument 
in the ocean off New Eng¬ 
land because of the area's 
importance to seabirds, es¬ 
pecially colorfully beaked 
puffins. 

Fishing groups sued in fed¬ 
eral court against creation 
of Northeast Canyons and 
Seamounts Marine Nation¬ 
al Monument, which former 
President Barack Obama 
designated in 2016. The 
case is on appeal. Court 
documents show Audubon 
has moved to file a friend - 
of-the-c ourt b rief in fa vo r of 
keeping the monument. 
Lawyers for the fishing 
groups have said the mon¬ 
ument was illegally cre¬ 
ated by Obama using the 
Antiquities Act. The groups 
include fishermen, such as 


lobstermen and crabbers 
who contend the creation 
of the monument has cre¬ 
ated an unfair hardship for 
them because it restricts 
where they can fish. 

But the nearly 5,000-square- 
mile area is especially im¬ 
portant to Maine's vulner¬ 
able Atlantic puffins, said 
Karen Hyun, vice president 
of coasts for Audubon. 
Protecting the monument 
area from commercial fish¬ 
ing will help provide the 
birds with a reliable food 
source, she said. 

The health of the puf¬ 
fin population is a tourism 
boostforMaine, Hyun add¬ 
ed. 

"It's really important for the 
sustainability of these birds," 
Hyun said. "It's a species 
that people come to the 
Maine coast to see, to par¬ 
ticipate in puffin watching

Zero elephants poached ina year in top Africa wildlife paik 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) — 

One of Africa's largest 
wildlife preserves is mark¬ 
ing a yearwithouta single 
elephant found killed by 
poachers, which experts 
call an extraordinary de¬ 
velopment in an area larg¬ 
er than Switzerland where 
thousands of the animals 
have been slaughtered in 
recent years. 

The apparent turnaround 
in Niassa reserve in a re¬ 
mote region of northern 
Mozambique comes af¬ 
ter the introduction of a 
rapid intervention police 
force and more assertive 
patrolling and response by 
air, according to the New 
York-based Wildlife Conser¬ 
vation Society, which man¬ 
ages the reserve with Mo¬ 
zambique's government 
and several other partners. 
Monitoring of the vast re¬ 
serve with aerial surveys 
and foot patrols remains 
incomplete and relies on 
sampling, however. And 
despite the sign of progress, 
it could take many years 
forNiassa'selephant popu¬ 
lation to rebuild to itsformer 
levels even if poaching is 
kept undercontrol. 
Aggressive poaching over 
the yea rs had cut the num¬

ber of Niassa's elephants 
from about 12,000 to little 
over3,600 in 2016, accord¬ 
ing to an aerial survey. Anti¬ 
poaching strategies from 
2015 to 2017 reduced the 
number killed but the con¬ 
servation group called the 
rate stillfartoo high. 

The new interventions, with 
Mozambican President Fe¬ 
lipe Nyusi personally autho¬ 
rizing the rapid intervention 
force, have led partners 
to hope that Niassa's el¬ 


ephants "stand a genuine 
chance for recovery," the 
conservation group said. 
"Itisa remarkable achieve¬ 
ment," James Bampton, 
country director with the 
Wildlife Conservation So¬ 
ciety, told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. He said he dis¬ 
covered the year free of 
poaching deaths while go¬ 
ing through data. 

The last time an elephant in 
the Niassa reserve was re¬ 
corded killed bya poacher 


wa s M a y 17, 2018, he sa id. 
Political will is a key reason 
for the success, Bampton 
said, with Mozambique's 
president keen to see 
poaching reduced. 
Bampton acknowledged 
that the low number of re¬ 
maining elephants is also 
a factor in the decline in 
poaching. A year ago, he 
estimated that fewer than 
2,000 elephants remained 
in Niassa, though he now 
says preliminary analysis of 


data from a survey con¬ 
ducted inOctoberand not 
yet published indicated 
that about 4,000 elephants 
are in the reserve. 

Still, a year that appears to 
be free ofelephant poach¬ 
ing in the sprawling reserve 
drew exclamations from 
some wildlife experts. 

"It is a major and very im¬ 
portant development that 
poaching has ceased. This 
represents a major suc¬ 
cess," George Wittemyer, 
who chains the scientific 
board forthe Kenya-based 
organization Save the El¬ 
ephants, told the AP. 

The new rapid intervention 
police force is an elite unit 
that is better-armed than 
the reserve's normal rang- 
ersand has"a bitofa repu¬ 
tation of being quite hard," 
Bampton said, adding that 
no "bad incidents" have 
been reported in Niassa. 
Members of the force are 
empowered to arrest sus¬ 
pected poachers, put to¬ 
gether a case within 72 
hours and submit it to the 
local prosecutor, Bampton 
said, 'just being caught 
with a firearm isconsidered 
intent to illegal hunting," 
with a maximum prison sen¬ 
tence of 16 yearsO

— At least one Washington 
state waterfront landowner 
has said yes to a request to 
allow dead gray whales to 
decompose on their prop¬ 
erty. 

So many gray whale car¬ 
casses have washed up 
this year that the National 
Oceanic and Atmospher¬ 
ic Administration Fisheries 
says it has run out of places 
to take them. 

In response, the agency 
has asked landowners to 
volunteer property asa dis¬ 
posal site forthe carcasses. 
By doing so, landowners 
can support the natural 
process of the marine en¬ 
vironment, and skeletons 
left behind can be used for 
educational purposes, offi¬ 
cials sa id. 

But the carcasses can be 


up to 40 feet (12 meters) 
long. "That'sa lotto decay, 
and it could take months. 
Landowner Mario Rivera of 
Port Had lock, Washington, 
told KING 5-TV that the smell 
is intermittent and "isn't that 
bad." 

"It is really a unique oppor¬ 
tunity to have this here on 
the beach and monitor it 
and see how fast it goes," 
said his wife, Stefanie Wor- 
wag. 

The federal agency said 
that about 30 whales have 
stranded on Washington's 
coast this year, the most in 
two decades. 

On the U.S. West coast, 
about 70 whales have 
been found dead this year 
along California, Oregon, 
Washington and Alaska, 
the most since 2000. About 
five were found on British 


Columbia beaches. Still, 
that's a small fraction of 
the total number because 
most sink or wash up in re¬ 
mote areas and are unre¬ 
corded. 

NOAA Fisheries late last 
month declared the die¬ 
off an "unusual mortality 
event,"and provided addi¬ 
tional resourcesto respond 
to the deaths. 

'With the unusual mortality 
eventofthese gray whales, 
we know more whales will 
be coming in, or there is a 
high likelihood that more 
whales will die within Puget 
Sound and out on the 
coast," said Port Townsend 
Marine Science CenterCit- 
izen Science Coordinator 
Betsy Carlson.

Investigation begins into supposed 
voice of Rida Kahlo

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Frida 
Kahlo's voice may have fi¬ 
nally been unearthed, say 
researchers at Mexico's Na¬ 
tional Sound Library. 

Library officials say it would 
be the first record of the 
Mexican artist's voice if 
confirmed. 

The director of the Frida 
Kahlo Museum, Hilda Trujil¬ 
lo, told The Associated Press 
on Thursday that 'there'sstill 
a long way to go" to verify 
the voice in question. 

"I personally think that the 
art world has to be very 
strict in its judgment and 
can't rush to assumptions," 
Trujillo sa id. 

Investigations will involve 
sound library officials, en¬ 
gineers, audio experts and 
even still-living sources. 
Trujillo said she is optimistic 
that there are still "enough 
elements to do a rigorous 


analysis." 

The 90-second audio clip 
from a 1950s pilot episode 
of the Mexican radio pro¬ 
gram 'The Bachelor" con¬ 
sists of a woman describ¬ 
ing Kahlo's former husband 
and painting partner, Di¬ 
ego Rivera. 

"He'sa large child, massive, 
with a friendly face and sad 
look," the woman's voice 
says "His bulging, dark, in¬ 
telligent and big eyes are 
difficultly detained." 

Kahlo is not directly identi¬ 
fied by the narrator, but her 
voice is introduced as "she 
who no longer exists." Li¬ 
bra ry offic ia Is estima te tha t 
the program was released 
in 1955 or 1956, a year or 
two afterKahlo died. 

The voice is notable for 
its light and smooth tone, 
which contradicts previ¬ 
ously held assumptions of 
the a rtist.

ROME (AP) — Italian direc- 
torFranco ^ffirelli, who de¬ 
lighted audiences around 
the world with his roman¬ 
tic vision and extravagant 
productions, most famously 
captured in "Romeo and 
Juliet" and the miniseries 
'Jesus of Nazareth," died 
Saturday at 96. 

While Zeffirelli was most 
known forhis films, his name 
was inextricably linked to 
the theater and opera. He 
produced classics for the 
world's most famous opera 
houses, from Milan's vener¬ 
able La Scala to the Metro¬ 
politan Opera in New York, 
and plays for London and 
Italian stages 

Zeffirelli's son Luciano said 
his father died at home in 
Rome. 

He made it his mission to 
make culture accessible to 
the masses, often seeking 
inspiration in literary greats 
for his films, and producing 
operas for TV audiences 
Zeffirelli once likened him¬ 
self to a sultan with a ha¬ 
rem of three: film, theater 
and opera. 

"I am not a film director, 
lama director who uses 
different instruments to ex¬ 
press his dreams and his 
stories — to make people 
dream," Zeffirelli told The 
Associated Press in a 2006 
interview. 

Bom on Feb. 12,1923, in the 
o utskirtsof Flo re nc e, Zfeffire Hi 


became one of Italy's most 
prolific directors, working 
with such opera greats as 
Luciano Pavarotti, Placido 
Domingo and Maria Callas, 
and Hollywood stars includ¬ 
ing Elizabeth Taylor, Rich¬ 
ard Burton, Mel Gibson, 
Cherand J udi Dench. 

Italy's Prime Minister Gi¬ 
useppe Conte described 
Zfeffirelli "wasan Italian am¬ 
bassador of cinema, art 
and beauty." 

Throughout his career, Zef¬ 
firelli took risks. His screen 
success in America was a 
rarity among Italian film¬ 
makers. 

He was one of the few Ital¬ 


ian directors close to the 
Vatican, and the church 
turned to Zfeffirelli's theatri¬ 
cal touch for live telecasts 
of the 1978 papal installa¬ 
tion and the 1983 Holy Year 
opening ceremonies in St. 
Peter's Basilica. 

But Zeffirelli was best known 
outside Italy for his color¬ 
ful, softly-focused roman¬ 
tic films. His 1968 "Romeo 
and Juliet" brought Shake¬ 
speare's tale to a new 
generation, and his 1973 
"Brother Sun, Sister Moon," 
told the life of St. Francis in 
parables 

"Romeo and J uliet"set box- 
office records in the United 


States, though it was made 
with two unknown actors, 
Leonard Whiting and Olivia 
Hussey. The film, which cost 
$1.5 million, grossed $52 
million and became one of 
the most successful Shake¬ 
spearian movies ever. 

A year earlier, he directed 
Taylor and Burton in Shake¬ 
speare's "The Taming of the 
Shrew." 

His 1977 made-for-televi- 
sion "Life of J esus" became 
an instant classic with its 
portrayal of a Christ who 
seemed authentic and rel¬ 
eva nt. The film ea med over 
$300 million worldwide.

And when piqued byAmer- 
ican criticism of his 1981 
movie "Endless Love," star¬ 
ring Brooke Shields, Zfeffirelli 
said he might never make 
another film in the U.S. The 
movie, as he predicted, 
wasa boxoffice success. 

In his 2006 autobiography, 
Zeffirelli recounted how his 
mother attended her hus¬ 
band's funeral pregnant 
with another man's child. 
Unable to give the baby 
either her name or his fa¬ 
ther's, she tried to name 
himZfeffiretti,afteranaria in 
Mozart's "Idomeneo." But a 
typographical error made 
it Zeffirelli. 

His mother died of tuber¬ 
culosis when he was6, and 
Zeffirelli went to live with his 
father's cousin. 

There, Zfeffirelli developed 
the passions that would 
shape his life. The first was 
for opera, after seeing 
Wagner's 'Walkuere" at 
age 8 or9 in Florence. The 
second wasa love of Eng¬ 
lish culture and literature, 
after his father started him 
on thrice-weekly English les¬ 
sons 

His experiences with the 
British expatriate communi¬ 
ty under fascism, and their 
disbelief that they would 
be victimized by Benito 
Mussolini's regime, were at 
the heart of the semi-auto- 
biographical 1991 film 'Tea 
with Mussolini." 

As a youth, Zeffirelli served 
with the partisans during 
World Warll. He lateracted 
as an interpreter for British 
troops 

After a short-lived acting 
career, Zeffirelli worked 
with Luchino Visconti's the¬ 
atrical company in Rome, 
where he showed a flair 
for dramatic staging in "A 
Streetcar Named Desire" 
and 'Troilusand Cressida." 
In 1950, he worked in lyric 
theater as a director, set 
designer and costumist, 
bringing new life to works 
by his favorites: Mozart, 
Rossini, Donizetti and Verdi.

PLYMOUTH, Mass. (AP) — 

The seaside town where 
the Pilgrims came ashore 
in 1620 is gearing up for a 
400th birthday bash, and 
everyone's invited — es¬ 
pecially the native people 
whose ancestorswound up 
losing their land and their 
lives 

Plymouth, Massachusetts, 
whose European settlers 
have come to symbolize 
American liberty and grit, 
marks its quadricentennial 
in 2020 with a trans-Atlantic 
commemoration that will 
put Native Americans' un¬ 
varnished side of the story 
on full display. 

"It's history. It happened," 
said Michele Pecoraro, ex¬ 
ecutive director of Plym¬ 
outh 400, Inc., a nonprofit 
group organizing yearlong 
events "We're not going to 
solve every problem and 
make everyone feel better. 
We just need to move the 
needle." 

Organizersare understand¬ 
ably cautious this time 
around. When the 350th 
anniversary of the Pilgrim 
landing was observed in 
1970, state officials disinvit- 
ed a leaderofthe Wampa¬ 
noag Nation — the Native 
American tribe that helped 
the haggard newcom¬ 
ers survive their first bitter 
winter — after learning his 
speech would bemoan the 
disease, racism and op¬ 
pression that followed the 
Pilgrims. 

That triggered angry dem- 
o nstra tio nsfro m trib a I me m- 
beiswho staged a National 
Day of Mourning, a somber 


remembrance that indige¬ 
nous New Englanders have 
observed on every Thanks¬ 
giving Day since. 

This time, there's pressure to 
get it right, said J im Peters, 
a Wampanoag who directs 
the Massachusetts Com- 
missio n o n Ind ia n Affa irs. 
'We'll be able to tell some 
stories of what happened 
to us — to delve back into 
our history and talk about 
it," Peters said. "Hopefully it 
will g ive us a c ha nc e to re- 
educate people and have 
a national discussion about 
how we should be treating 
each other." 

The commemoration 
known as Plymouth 400 will 
feature events throughout 
2020, including a maritime 
salute in Plymouth Harbor 
in June, an embarkation 


festival in September, and 
a week of ceremonies 
around Thanksgiving. 

The Mayflower II , a replica 
of the ship that earned the 
settlers from Europe to the 
New World four centuries 
ago, will sail to Boston in the 
spring. That autumn, it will 
head to Provincetown, at 
the outermost tip of Cape 
Cod, where the Pilgrims 
initially landed before con¬ 
tinuing on to Plymouth. 
Events also are planned in 
Britain and in the Nether¬ 
lands, where the Pilgrims 
spent 11 years in exile be¬ 
fore making their perilous 
sea crossing. 

But the emphasis ison high¬ 
lighting the often-ignored 
history of the Wampanoag 
and poking holes in the 
false narrative that Pilgrims 
and Indians coexisted in 
peace and harmony. 

An interactive exhibit now 
making the rounds de¬ 
scribes how the Wampano¬ 
ag were cheated and en¬ 
slaved, and in August 2020 
tribal members will guide 
visitors on a walk through 
Plymouth to point out and 
consecrate spots where 
their ancestors once trod. 
There are also plans to in¬ 
vite relatives of the late 
Wampanoag elder Wam- 
sutta "Fra nk" J a mes to 
publicly read that speech 
he wasn't allowed to de¬ 
liver in 1970 — an address 
that includes this passage: 


'We, the Wampanoag, 
welcomed you, the white 
man, with open arms, little 
knowing thatitwasthe be¬ 
ginning of the end." 

'The Pilgrims had hardly 
explored the shores of 
Cape Cod for four days 
before they had robbed 
the graves of my ancestors 
and stolen their com and 
beans,"the speech reads. 
Dusty Rhodes, who chairs a 
separate state commission 
working to ensure the com¬ 


memoration has a global 
profile, said she hopes it 
all helps make amends for 
centuries of "mishandled 
and misrepresented" his¬ 
tory. 

"The Pilgrims were the first 
immigrants," said Plymouth 
400's Pecoraro. 'We're in 
a place in this country 
where we need solidarity. 
We need to come togeth¬ 
er. We need to be talking 
about immigration and in¬ 
digenous people." 
Plymouth, nicknamed 

"America's Hometown," is 
suretodrawac rush of 2020 
presidential candidates 

who will use its monuments 
as campaign backdrops 
With President Donald 
Trump, Queen Elizabeth II 
and other heads of state 
on the invitation list, state 
and federal authorities al¬ 
ready are busy mapping 
out security plans. 
Wampanoag tribal leader 
and activist Linda Coombs, 
who's helped plan the 
commemoration, is skepti¬ 
cal that anything mean¬ 
ingful will change for her 
people. 

"It's a world stage, so we'll 
have more visibility than 
we've had in the past," 
she said. 'We'll see if it's 
enough. It'll be a measur¬ 
ing stick for all that has to 
come afterward
